MERGER AT HAND 


Three Have Agreed Already 
to Sell to Blair Syndicate; 
Metropolitan May 
Follow. 


PROMISE NO INFLATION. 


Main Factor Also Dominates 
Chicago Railways; Step Is 
Toward Single Car 
System. 


Three of the four elevated railroads of 
Chicago have agreed to sell thelr properties 
to Henry A. Blair of the Chicago Railways 
company under terms offered by him, and 
the fourth company has the matter under 
negotiation. 

Mr. Blair, it was leaded yesterday, has 
been given options on the South Side Ele- 
vated, the Northwestern Elevated, and the 
Chicago and Oak Park. The Northwestern 
Elevated carries with it the Union Loop, 
since it owns that property. 

The Metropolitan Elevated directors are in 
negotiation and it is believed will reach a 
decision within the next few days. 

Inasmuch as all the other roads have given 
options, it is thought probable that the Met- 
ropolitan will fall in line and thus complete 
the merger into one system of all the elevated 
railroads of Chicago. The financial backing 
is the National City bank of New York. 


Cash or Securities. 


The deal is a clean cut cash offer to the 
stockholders who desire cash, and an ex- 
change of securities for those who prefer 
the latter. The entire plan will be carried 
out without any big promotion profits and 
without any water. 

When the matter is finally closed up there 
will not be outstanding against the elevated 
railroads any increase in the amount of se- 
curities. 

The present $45,524,700 capital stock will 
represent the outside figure in the matter 
of new securities. 

It is further considered that the close rela- 
tions which will exist between the Chicago 
Railways company and the new elevated cor- 
poration which must necessarily be organ- 
ized, will be such as to eventually bring about 
a consolidation of both the surface and ele- 
vated lines. 


Blair Dominating Factor. 


Mr. Blair is the dominating factor in the 
Chicago Railways company and becomes now 
the only negotiating factor in the elevated 
railroads situation. He has the same finan- 
cial backing in both relations. 

When Mr. Blair was asked last night con- 
cerning the elevated deal he said: 

“I do not care to say much about the 
matter. It is true, however, that there is good 
reason to believe all the roads may be brought 


jy together within a short time. Three of them 


have given options. If the matter fs con- 
summated I will say that the amount of 
capitalization will not be increased. There 
will be no water. 

“I trust it will be regarded as a good 
move by the city and the people generally. 
It is a logical working out of the traction 
situation, and I have devoted much time to 
it.” 


Reported Offers for Stock. 


As to the price to be paid, it cannot be stated 
exactly what the figures are, though for the 
south side it is understood §70 a share has 


| been offered. 


For the Northwestern Elevated $70 a share 
for the preferred and atound 830 for the 
common. 

The Chicago and Oak Park Elevated, 
which is controlled by the Northwesterg, 
probably will be taken care of by the North- 
western people out of the price paid for 
Northwestern L shares. The stock of the 
company is worth little or nothing. 

The offer for the Metropolitan, it is re- 
ported, is not far from $70 a share for the 
preferred and $25 per share for the common. 
As the terms are still under negotiation, it 
is not known what the final figures will be. 

The Blair syndicate offer will involve an 
alternate plan. The \shareholders of the 
different companies wil) be given the option 
of exchanging their present stock for stock 
in a new successor company. So far as any 
anrouncement has been made, this offer wil! 
be an even exchange for the stock of the 
South Side Elevated and the preferred stock 
of the Northwestern and Metropolitan, pro- 
viding the latter roads come into the deal 


Will Clean Up Indebtedness. 


It is probable that within the next two 
weeks the stockholders of the elevated com- 
panies will be advised officially of the cash 
offer made by Mr. Blair. Then deposits of 
stock will be asked for, and the final plan 
become operative when two-thirds of the 
capital of the several en shall ha ve 
been deposited. 

If the stockholders of atthe roads should 
elect to be paid in cash there would de in- 
volved an outiay of about $19,000,0U0 for the 
preferred stocks and the South Side Elevated 
and $4,500,000 for the common stock, mak 
ing @ total of $23.600,000. Inasmuch, how- 
ever, as many *#tockholders will probably 
exchange their securities for stock in the 
new company which will be organized, the 
eash outiay will be much less than the 
amount mentioned. But whatever it is, the 
banking end of the ayndicate stands ready 
to pay.

And by a certain wealth 
giving which satisfies his sense of duty, does 
he not unburden himself of those other civic 
duties? 

“ Again, if an individual justly feels that 
be is not able to give wealth in what seems 
to him an adequate proportion, does he not 
instinctively identify civic duty with that 
act, and, feeling that his hands are full with 
what are his own manifest responsibilities, 
leave it all to the other one who can? 

“My question is whether the individuals 
who make up the state do not largely buy 
for themselves immunity from the essential 
civic responsibilities by the purchasing 
power of their own wealth giving or some 
other person's? 

State Might Promote Equity.

The Resolutions.

Ballot to Be Submitted on a Referendum 
at Fall Election—Campaign of Edu- 
cation Embraces Cook County.

ment of nearly a dozen persons for connec- 
tion with the looting of the treasury of the 
Fraternal Tribunes and for similar acta at- 
fecting other fraternal insurance bodies. 
One incident of the grand jury seBsion was 
the alleged attempt of Attorney George W. 
Kenney of Springfield to become a witness 
in behalf of several of the men who seem 


most certain of indictment. It is said that. 


Kenney and the state's attorney had a heat- 
ed interview and that Kenney failed to con- 
vince the prosecutor that any of the persons 
slated for indictment should be permitted 
to be heard personally or by attorney. 


Former Arbiter Aids State. 

Postmaster Loren E. Wheeler proved a 
strong witness for the state. He had served 
as arbiter for the American Home Circle 
when the Fraternal Tribunes were fighting to 
get back its $57,000 surplus, and he told of 
how W. G. Edens of the Central Trust com- 
pany of Illinois, who was the third arbiter, 
had withdrawn with the declaration that it 
was too rotten for him to have anything 
to do with. | 

The attempt of the officers of the American 
Home Circle to settle the $57,000 shortage by 
the payment of $15,000 was what. according: 
to Wheeler, caused Edens to wash his hands 
of the business. 

Proof that an attempt had been made to 
cover the misappropriation of money by 
making double records of the payment of 
$45,000 in death claims was given in the 
testimony of Mrs. Mary F. Snape of Spring- 
field. Mrs. Snape testified that her husband 
was insured for $1,000 in the Farmers 
Federation. which was absorbed by the 
American Home Circle. After his death she 

was paid $750.74 on her claim. When shown 
records indicating that she had been paid 
twice the full clan of $1,000 she declared that 
the records were false. 


Explains Other Big Mergers. 


Evidence that the insurance men employed 
the same methods in absorbing other fra- 
ternal insurance companies as were em- 
ployed with the Fraternal Tribunes was sup- 
plied by Charles D. Brainard of Peoria. 
Brainard formerly was grand secretary of 
the Independent Ordef of Mutual Ald. When 
that order was taken over by the American 
Home Circle it had a surplus of $70.000. The 
officers of the mutual aid were induced to 
resign and deliver the surplus fund into the 
control of the American Home Circle by be- 
ing given substantial pensions. 

James R. B. Van Cleave of Springfield, 
who formerly was state insurance commis- 
sioner, is counted upon to give most impor- 
tant testimony tomorrow. Van Cleave, for- 
merly rated as friendly to some of the men 
accused, is prepared, it is said, to tell all 
he knows of crooked insurance deals. 

It was Van Chave who is said to have 
drawn the $57,000 reserve fund from the 
Chicago Title and Trust company. The 
money later was deposited in the Van Cleave 
bank at Springfield and soon checked out. 

The state’s attorney has determined to sum- 
mon three Chicago witnesses to digfrove the 
statements made by Max J. Franke! and his 
wife to the effect that Mrs. Franke! loaned 
the $13,000 to the officers of the American 
Home Circle without her husband's knowl- 
edge. The state’s attorney expects to prove 
the alleged $13,000 loan was a blind to hide 
the misappropriation of the money. 


CARS KILL FOURTEEN IN MAY; 
AUTOS’ TOLL IS SIX FOR MONTH. 
City Attorney Caverly’s Report Shows 


That Trolleys Are More Deadly in 
Chicago Than Motor Vehicles. 


City Attorney John R. Caverly yesterday | 


made public figures showing that street cars 
are more deadly in Chicago than automo- 
biles. 

In the month of May autos killed 6 persons 
and injured 85. Street cars killed 14 and in- 
jured 336 persons. Since July 1, 1908, au- 
tomobiles have killed 27 persons and injured 
566. In the same period street cars have 
killed 110 and injured 3,305. This is the con- 
trast shown by the monthly statement of 
Mr. Caverly to Corporation Counsel Brun- 
dage and the figures prepared for Chief of 
Police Steward by the police bureau of rec- 
ords. The chief's figures also showed that 
ten persons were killed in May by being 
run over by wagons and that eight deaths 
were due to falls from buildings and similar 
causes. 

The Caverly report showed that twenty of 


those injured by street cars were children | 


run down while playing in the street, thirty- 
nine were hurt boarding or leaving cars, and 
eighty-four occurred on street crossings. 

One automobile and one street car accident 
were reported yesterday. Mrs. Sarah Evans, 
72 years old, 508 West Sixty-first place, was 
knocked down by an automobile at West 
Sixty-third street and Wentworth avenue.

Some Differences of Houses. 

The effectiveness of the improvements 
which will be made in the existing law will 
depend, of course, upon the language adopted.

Gain Facts for New Suite. 


Attorney General Wickersham would not 
admit today that proceedings had been 
started against the Chicago and Ohio river 
committee, which filed general increases 5 
rates on Tuesday. It is known, how 
that information is being secured upon ich 
suits can be based, preliminary to attacking 
several other rate making associations, al- 
leged to be operating in deflance of the anti- 
trust laws. 

The new rates from Chicago to Boston, over 
the New York Central and Boston and Al- 
bany show a general increase of from 5 to 
11 per cent. Two exceptions are sulphur, 
on which the rate has been advanced 25 per 
cent, and powder, on which-it has been ad- 
vanced 20 per cent. 

The rates from New York to St. Paul, which 
are uniform over all the roads. have been 
increased from 2 to 18 per cent and on fresh 
oysters and clams, 15 per cent.

George Bibesco married Zoe Mavrocordato, 
the adopted daughter and heiress of the last 
Prince of Brancovan of the house of Bassa- 
raba. The were one of the his- 
toric families of the southeast of Europe, 
founded by Jugomir Bassarabas, who flour- 
ished in the fourteenth century. Towards the 
end of the sixteenth century the Bassarabas 
acquired the great domain of Brancoveni and 
in 1688 received from the crown of Hungary 
the title of Counts of Brancovan. Pitty 
years later they were advanced to the status 
of princes of the holy Roman empite. Inthe 
early part of the eighteenth century the then 
head of the family figured conspicuously in 
the war between the Turks and Russians, 
and, having been found gullty of treachery 
to both Peter the Great and to the sultan, was 
strangled by order of the latter, along with 
four of hig sons. 

George Bibesca, on the strength of his 
marriage to the adopted daughter of the last 
of the Bassarabas, assumed the name of 
Brancovan, and in 1860 his son Gregory re- 
ceived from the Austrian crown the authori- 
zation to use the title of Prince of Brancovan 
in Austria and Hungary. But, of course, he 
did not inherit the old Bassaraba dignity of 
prince of the holy Roman empire, and it ig 
how extinct. Gregory made his home en- 
tirely in France, where he died in 1886, leav-

Increase of Homicide. 


All agree that many hundreds convicted for 
‘crime have gone to the United States. All 
likewise.agree that American ‘emigration has 
kept down crime, especially homicide and theft, 
in Sicily. But it is a remarkable fact that, 
whereas in the sixteen departments of Italy 
thirty years ago; Sicily stood third in the num- 
der of homicides, twenty years later it stood 
first. In other words, the number of homi- 
cides, in proportion to population, decreased 
less in Sicily than in any department of the 
kingdom. This would seem to indicate that 
while emigration may have freed the island 
of hundreds of malefactors and undoubtedly 
has enormously bettered) material conditions, 
there has been little, if any, improvement in 
character, which would tend.to lessen crime. 
There are honest lawgivers in Sicily and scien- 
tists who have studied the question in every 
phase. The carabinieri is a splendid body of 
picked men. But the maffiosi have such a hold 
on insular politics and are so strongly fortified 
in Rome that honest men have no protection. 
There is nothing left them but to play the 
game in accordance with Sicilian rules. 

That the Italian government has been shame- 
fully lacking in codperating with the spirit of 
our immigration laws, I have more than once 
pointed out. It is perhaps asking too much 
to do otherwise.

The Maroon was content to let the 
westerner set the pace all the way and the 
Californian ran his best to lower the colors 
of the sturdy Midwayite, Davenport romped 
along behind Stolz, having instructions from 
Coach Stagg simply to qualify. When the 
runners came into the stretch, Stolz weak- 
ened considerably and the Maroon loafed 
across the line an easy winner after covering 
the distance in :50% 


Wyman to Be Contender. 
The second heat brought Wyman of Leland 
Stanford, a tall, powerful runner, to thefore. 


He crossed the line pulled up and far in advance of 
Hanley of Illinois, who secured second place. Wy-

Besides Davenport and Wyman, Hanley of IIII- 
nois, Stolz of Leland Stanford, Knecht of Michi- 
gan, Agricultural college, and Wolcott of Beloit 
qualtfied for the finals.

One of the most important real estate de-

TO HOLD MEETING JUNE 16. 


Dividend of 100 Per Cent Largest Since 
Harvester Distribution. 


New York, June 8.—[Special.}]—One of the 
most substantial corporation dividends in 
recent years was announced today. A meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Singer Manu- 
facturing company, to be held at Elisabeth, 
N. J., was called for June 16 to authorize an 
increase in the capital stock of the company 
from $80,000,000 to $60,000,000. From this 
increase a stock dividend of $30,000,000 will be 
declared. 

The company has at the present time a 
surplus of $30,000,000 and upwards, but the 
directors of the company, while believing that 
stockholders should profit from the surplus 
earnings of the company, desire to retain 
this surplus as working,capital. 

The 100 per cent dividend will repesent the 
biggest ‘‘ melon cutting since the 33 1-3 per 
cent dividend on International Harvester last 
January, when $20,000,000 of stock was dis- 
tributed. The Singer company was incor- 
porated originally in 1864 with a capital stock 
of $500,000. In 1887 the capital stock was in- 
creased to $10,000,000, and in 1900 to $30,000,- 
000. Before the announcement of the pro- 
posed increase made today the stock was 
quoted at $562. Its par value is $100.

Washington, D. C., June 3.—{ Special. }—The 

proposed legislation to reduce the tax on oleo- 
margarine from 10 cents to 2 cents a pound 
has heen put to sleep in the house committee 
on agriculture, to the sorrow of William J. 
Moxley, the Chicago oleo magnate, but to the 
relief of Representative James A. Tawney 
of Minnesota, champion of the dairy inter- 
ests. 
The buttermakers insist that the law on 
artificially colored oleo shall be retained. 
Tawney lives in a district in which butter 
making is a leading industry, and conse- 
quently what might happen to him if con- 
gress should cut the tax on oleo is regarded 
as frightful to contemplate 

The majority members of the committee are 
convinced the tax of a quarter cent on nat- 
ural and 10 cents on artificially colored oleo 
should be equalized at 2 cents as recommend- 
ed by Secretary MacVeagh. The congress- 
men have been inundated with petitions from 
all parts of the country urging a reduction 
of the tax so that poor persong may be en- 
abled to purchase an imitation of butter at 
a reasonable price. They also have been 
impressed by the argument that a reduction 
in the cost of oleo would operate to decrease 
the price of butter. 

But the various interests before the com- 
mittee were at loggerheads and the prospect 
was that no bill satisfactory to both butter 
men and oleo manufacturers could be devised 
at this session. |

Closing Level of Present 


BULLS DISHEARTENED. 


Corn and Oats Strong Early, but

The bears continue to dominate the market 
in wheat, and values were again pounded to 
the lowest closing level yesterday on the 
crop. While there was an upturn of quite 
large dimensions early in the day, all the 
gains and more were lost in the last Half 
hour, when there was a general dumping of 


up to the closing bell tap. 

The depressing factors were the same as 
recently, powerful interests being opposed 
to any material upturn in values at the pres- 
ent time. The demoralized stock market 
called attention to the readjustment in val- 
ues in other directions and the bulls were 
disheartened by the spectacle of falling 


| prices in other commodities. 


Local Sentiment Is Bearish. 

The local sentiment appears to be crya- 
tallizing in favor of the bear side, but there 
was a moderate commission house demand 
at the start which absorbed all the floating 
offerings, and there were no important indi- 
cations of selling until after the buying de- 
mand had been allowed to exhaust itself. 
After these were filled and the local crowd 
had covered short wheat, the pressure be- 
came distinctly stronger, and late in the 
day there was liquidation of a line of long 
wheat which carried the market down close 
to the low level reached a few days ago. 

Shorts took profits on the dip and there 
was a little buying by commission houses on 
resting orders, but final quotations were 
close to the low point of the day. Outside 
investment buying was light, and the day’s 
business was largely of a local professional 
character. Prices at the finish were \@%c 
to %c lower. Selling again largely cen- 
tered in the September, but there was also 
heavy selling of long July. 


Foreign Marts Generally Weak. 

Weak foreign markets, the bad break in se- 
curities. and the reports that thrashing opera- 
tions in Texas were progressing favorable and 
that new wheat was already being shipped 
had a substantial effect on sentiment. On 
the other hand there are many traders who 
believe that present quotations are down 
to a basis where they represent the intrinsic 
values of the cereal and no more. This ele- 
ment of the trade, however, has not been 
faring well lately and whether their atti- 
tude will be sustained by a like position on 
the part of the growers is a question. 

At present figures the net returns to the 
grower of wheat in Kansas and Nebraska 
are low compared to the high prices he has 
obtained for his wheat the last two seasons. 
The general condition of other markets will 
have a marked influence in this regard prob- 
ably. But should all commodities work 
down toa r level, wheat may have to 
go to @ plane where the surplus stocks will 
be exported, unless the farmers decide to 
carry the surplus on their own farms. | 


Small Hope of Export Sales, 

The hopeless situation in regard to for- 
eign conditions continues to give the bears 
confidence. In France prices are compara- 
tively high but re has been steady declines 
in practically all the leading markets of 
the world, and English and continental mar- 
kets have kept pace with our declines, so we 
are not much closer to an export basis than 
two weeks ago. It is probable that the de- 
cline in the English markets has been carried 
too far, and a recovery in values in Liverpool 
and elsewhere would not be surprising. 

A brisk general demand was reported for 
wheat cargoes and parcels from the con- 
tinent,.and Argentine shipments were ex- 
tremely light at 560.000 bu, while Russian 
offerings were reported firm and scarce. 

World's shipments for the week will be 
smaller than expected according to Broom- 
hall's estimate, 8,600,000, compared to 9. 
488,000 bu a year ago. From this country 
clearances were 2,971,000 bu, including Can- 
ada; and India shipped 1,072,000 bu, and 
Australia, 952,000 bu. A fair decrease is ex- 
pected in stocks on ocean passage. 


Cash Demand Is Lively. 


The cash demand here continued active and 
there -were sales of 225,000 bu, including 
50,000 bu No. 2 hard on the basis of 2c over 
July in store, and about 100,000 bu No. 2 red 
at about 57% over July. The selling of the red 
and hard winter indicated a good inquiry 
from the mills. Eastern mills have fair 
stocks, but not enough to last them through 
to new crop spring wheat. The flour de- 
mand has improved a little recently, but 
is still not so brisk as it was expected. Pri- 
mary receipts of wheat were 267,000 bu, 
against 133,000 bu a year ago. Arrivals 
here were 8 cars, with 4 cars promised for 
today. 

Selling of wheat was headed by Clement- 
Curtis, who sold about 750,000 bu July and 
quite a little September. Lamson was a 
fair seller and on the bulge, Barrett, Ar- 
mour and the local crowd were credited with 
selling freely. Early buying was of a good 
character, Logan-Bryan, Bartlett-Patten 
Harris-Winthrop, Lindman, Ware-Leland 
Armour, Kidston, and Bailey being free buy- 
ers.

Corn Fails to Hold Advance. 
Corn failed to hold the early advances 
which were scored as the result of the con- 
tinued cold, wet weather over the belt.

CANNED GOODS LEAD DEMAND 


Weather Help to Sales of Fruits 
and Vegetables in Tins. 


STOCKS ARE RUNNING LOW. 


—_ 


Reserves from 1909 May Be Gone Be- 
fore New Crop Comes. 


“If present weather conditions continue 
two or three weeks longer practically all 
1909 fruits, with the possible exception of 
raisins, will be cleaned up before the new 
crop becomes available,“ was the prediction 
made yesterday by a Chicago wholesaler. 

The same condition,“ said he, is becom- 
ing evident in all lines of canned goods. 

“The apricot market took an upturn dur- 
ing the day to 10%@l6c, while .seedless va- 
rieties of raisins have gone up %c in the last 
two days. 

“Cold weather is also responsible for a 
demand for dried fruits which gives a firm- 
ness in prices along the entire line. 

The market shows a decided advance for 
spot corn and spot tomatoes—spot Chicago 
and spot f. o. b. where they are canned. 


Corn Almost Out ef Market. 


“Corn is higher because it is practically 
out of the market. It has been advanced 10c 
a dozen for future delivery, in consequence 
of which the jobbers were compelled to put 
up the price 5c. I would not be surprised to 
gee it go up 20c before the incoming of the 
new pack. 

“Packers declare they are way short of 
acreage. One grower who had contracted 
with Canadian farmers for 2,000 acres after- 
ward learned that the farmers had planted 
field. corn instead. When he referred to their 
contracts they only laughed and replied that 
they could get better profits through the field 
variety. 

Olives are occupying a strong position on 
account of their scarcity, likewise olive oil.

Scalpers and Shippers Pay $9.40, 
but Few Pass $9.35. 


LIVE MUTTONS SELL HIGHER. 


Gain of 15 to 25 Cents Made in Sheep 
and Spring Lambs. 


CHICAGO, June 3.—Packers set to work 
to force a decline of 25c in hog prices, but 
had to be satisfied with a reduction of 10@15c 
from the preceding day's closing figures. 
They staid out of the trade until the opening 
of the provision market and were encour 
aged in their bear campaign by another big 
recession in values of products on the board 
of trade. Scalpers and shippers were re- 
sponsible for a top of $9.40, but sales at 
higher than $9.35 were not numerous. 

All of the recent advance in beef steer 
prices was retained and the market had a 
firm, active tone, with packers furnishing 
an outlet for all offerings at an early hour. 
Best steers at hand were distillers, which 
topped at $8.25. Butcher stock trade had a 
firm undertone, and a further gain of 10@25c 
was made in calf prices, prime vealers top- 
ping at $8.65. 

Firmness pervaded the market for sheep 
and lambs, and the former sold at an ad- 
vance of 16@25c. Spring lambs also cleared 
at higher prices, but yearling lambs were 
not better than firm sale at the preceding 
day’s figures, 

CATTLE. 


Fresh receipts of 2,500 cattle included twenty- 
two loads of Texas offerings direct to packers for 
slaughter. The limited supply of steers on the open 
market made it possible for sellers to sustain prices 
at the recently recorded appreciations and the 
market closed in a healthy condition at an advance 
of 15@25c from last week's closing figures. 

Another string of distillery fed steers was re- 
ceived. It consisted of fair light Kentucky steérs, 
which cleared at $7.25, and included fancy heavy 
finished beeves, which topped the market for the 
day at $8.25, or the same as on the preceding day. 
There were no fancy fat natives on the market 
and the best price secured was 37.50, while a clear- 
ance of the bulk of the light o medium weight lots 
was made at 36. 7567.28. 

Butcher stock values were rigidly sustained at 
a fi level, and there were instances where 
strong to 10c higher prices were secured for choice 
heavy beef cows and fat heifers. Sales of the 
former were made at up to $5.75@6.25,. while 
heifers of selected grade cleared at 36.5007 00. 
Light and medium weight cows cleared at $4.50@ 
4.90, with the plain grass fed grades at §4.00@4.25. 

Choice heavy butcher bulls held on a steady 
basis. but a further decline was made in the price 
of fair to good bologna grades, and there was no 
reliable outlet for the plain light stocker and can- 
ner bulls. Sales of selected bolognas were made 
at $4.50@4.60, with butcher grades at 38.0065. 00, 
and light canners, stockers, and plain bolognas at

Receipts of calves were placed at 300 head.

Speculators were a little more liberal with 
their bids and paid $9.35@9.40 for a generous 
share of the offerings on the early market. The 
posting of receipts at 16,000 head was largely re- 
sponsible for the speculators’ liberality, and when 
this estimate on the supply was changed to 20,000 
head they quickly withdrew all offers and stayed 
out to see what the packers were going to do. 
Packers showed no disposition to advance their 
bids and when the opening prices of: provisions 
on the board of trade were received and showed 
a big reduction from the preceding day's closing 
figures, several of the hog salesmen accepted $9.25 
for their mixed packing grades. The competition 
between buyers was strong enough to force the 
trading level to $9.30, however, and the bulk of the 
offerings sold at this figure. 

Small packers and independent butchers bought 
prime light 190@200 lbs at up to $9.3244@9.37T, 
while shippers raised their bids to $9.40 for occa- 
sional loads of extra choice offerings. Heavy hogs 
met with a narrow outlet, however, and had to 
be exceptionally prime to reach $9.30. 

Although early ‘indifference on the part of
